Consolidate and amend the several Acts relating to 
the Irish Fisheries.

W HEREAS the Fisheries of Ireland are much exhausted Preamble, 
and decayed, and the Laws relating thereto have become 
complicated, and it is expedient to consolidate and amend 
the said Laws, and provide a Rule for the due Governance of the 
5 said Fisheries by the local Authorities appointed for their Control, 
and that for such Purpose all Enactments now in force in Ireland 
relating to the Fisheries thereof should be repealed : Be it therefore 
enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
10 Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Autho- 
rity of the same, That from and after the passing of this Act the Repeal of 
several Acts herein-after mentioned shall be repealed (except as is Acts > 
herein-after excepted and provided for) ; that is to say,

A ” d the , said several herem-before recited Acts are hereby repealed 
accordingly save and except so far as the said Acts respectively 15 
repeal the Acts and Parts of Acts therein specified or referred to 
and also save and except as to any Offences, Penalties, or Matters 
committed, incurred, or done, or which may be committed, incurred 
or done, against or under the Provisions of the said Acts or any of 
them, before the passing of this Act, all which Offences shall be 20 
dealt with, considered, and punished, and all such Penalties levied 
and all such Matters deemed good, valid, and effectual, to all Intents 
and Purposes, as if this Act had not been passed. 

II. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful lor the Lord High 
Treasurer or Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury of the United 25 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, by Warrant under the 
Hands of any Two or more of them, to appoint, during Pleasure 
One or more Person or Persons to be a Commissioner or Commis- 
sioners of Fisheries, who, with the Two existing Inspecting Commis- 
sioner of Fisheries, shall be Commissioners of Fisheries in Ireland ■ an 
and said first-mentioned Commissioner or Commissioners, when so ' 
appointed as aforesaid, and the said Two Inspecting Commissioners of 
Fisheries appointed under the Provisions of the said recited Acts 
shall be and are hereby constituted and appointed Commissioners of ■ 
Fisheries in Ireland, and shall be the Commissioners to carry this Act 35 
mto execution, and that all and every the Powers and Authorities in 
and by this Act given to the Commissioners of Fisheries may be 
exercised by the said Commissioners and any One or more of them - 
and that it shall be lawful for the said Lord High Treasurer or Com’ 
mlssioners.of Her Majesty's Treasury, by Warrant as aforesaid to 40 
appoint One or more Officer or Officers for the Performance of the 
practical Duties required by this Act to be performed; and that it 
shall be lawful fcr the said Lord High Treasurer or Commissioners of 
Her Majesty s Treasury to pay to such Commissioner or Commis- - 
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sioners and such Officer or Officers as aforesaid such Sum by way of 
annual Salary as the said Lord High Treasurer or Commissioners of 
Her Majesty’s Treasury shall think fit, and when and as any Vacancy 
shall from Time to Time occur in the Office of the said Commissioners 
5 of Fisheries or of such other Officer or Officers as aforesaid, or any or 
either of them, by Death, Resignation, or Dismissal, to appoint during 
their Pleasure, in the Room of each such Commissioner of Fisheries 
or such other Officer as aforesaid so dying, resigning, or being 
dismissed, another Commissioner of Fisheries or other Officer as 
10 aforesaid, as the Case may be, for the like Purposes, with the like 
Powers, Privileges, and Authorities ; and that it shall and may be 
lawful for the said Commissioners of Fisheries, with the Consent and 
Approbation of the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, from 
Time to Time to appoint, during Pleasure, such and so many Persons 
15 to be Inspectors of Fisheries, and also such Clerk or other Officer, as 
may be necessary for the Purposes of this Act ; and that it shall and 
may be lawful for the said Commissioners of Fisheries to pay to the 
said Inspectors and to such Clerk or other Officer so appointed as 
aforesaid such Sum or Sums by way of Salary or Remuneration as 
20 the said Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, or any Two or 
more of them, shall fix or appoint ; and the said Lord Treasurer or 
the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury may allow to any 
Commissioner of Fisheries or other Officer any such reasonable tra- 
velling or other Expenses as may have been incurred by him in the 
25 Performance of his Duties under this Act, in addition to his Salary or 
Allowance respectively. 

III. And be it enacted, That it shall and maybe lawful to and 
for the said Commissioners of Fisheries to hold General Meetings of 
Proprietors of Fisheries in any District, on giving due Notice, by 
30 Advertisement or otherwise, of the Time and Place when and where 
such Meetings are appointed to be held, and to inquire into the State 
of the Fisheries in each such District, and the best Means to be 
adopted for the Regulation, Improvement, or Protection thereof ; and 
for the more effectual Prosecution of such Inquiry it shall be lawful 
35 for the said Commissioners of Fisheries, or any One of them, to issue 
Summonses requiring the Attendance of such Witnesses as they shall 
think fit, and to examine on Oath touching any Matter or Thing in 
any way connected with the Inquiry into the State of such Fisheries 
as aforesaid, which Oath the said Commissioners or any One of them 
40 are hereby authorized and empowered to administer; and all such 
Witnesses so summoned as aforesaid shall be liable to the same 
Penalties for neglecting or refusing to attend or to give Evidence 
before the said Commissioners as are herein-after provided in the 
Case of any Person refusing to attend or give Evidence before any 
Justice or Justices.

obtain the Licence of the Commissioners appointed to carry this Act 
into execution so to do, and it shall be lawful for the said Commis- 
sioners to issue their Licence accordingly for such Period as they 
may think proper: Provided also, that such Weirs shall not under 
any Pretence be made use of to catch or destroy Salmon Fry, or the 10 
i oung of Salmon, and that such Weirs shall in all other respects be 
subject to the Provisions of this Act, and to such Bye Laws and 
Regulations as may be made respecting them by the said Commis- 
sioners, pursuant to the Power reserved to them in this Act.
